Stevenson, 1952 Democratic 
presidential nominee, had two 
faiks with Eisenhower in the 
executive office and later at a 
White House stag luncheon at- 
tended by 16 top Government 
officials.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
l—Hope for an early Korean 
peace conference was no bright- 
er today although Russia was 
decisively defeated last night in 
the attempt to force a review 
of a United Nations General As- 
sembly decision limiting seats at 
the peace table to combatants in 
Korea and restricting the nego- 
tiations to settlement of peace 
terms. 

By vote of 48-6, with Burma. 
Afghanistan, India, Indonesia 
and Iran abstaining, the Politi- 
cal Committee put the Korean 
question at the bottom of its 
agenda with a proviso that the 
issue could be moved up by a 
simplé majority vote of the 
committee if developments in 
the situation warranted. 

Committee Adjourns. 

To avoid early repetition of 
the Communist demand, based 
on the Australian-sponsored “‘es- 
cape clause,”’ the Political Com- 
mittee adjourned until next 
Wednesday. The United States 
opposed the Australian proposal. 

When the Political Committee 
reconvenes, its schedule calls 
for taking up first the inflamma- 
tory complaint from Morocco 
that France endangered world 
peace recently by deposing one 
sultan and placing another in 
power. 

Andrei Y. YVishinsky, Soviet 
delegation leader, tried to get 
the Political Committee to give 
other Koreah subjects, dealing 
with unification and rehabilita- 
tion, first priority in Assembly 
discussions.

|new type radar system, designed

If the new type radar is suc-

Film ‘Shows British Atom Bomb 


Differed From American Blasts 


‘Movies of Australian Test Reveal Broad- 
Based Black Cloud Instead of 
Mushroom Pattern.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
Britain has given the United 
States an official motion picture 
film of its first atomic explo- 
sion experiment and at the same 
time has pointed out that Amer- 
ican law forced Britain to de- 
vise and test the bomb on its

The pictures of the test—held 
off the Australian coast last 
October—showed an explosion 
pattern somewhat different from 
that of most bombs exploded in 
American experiments.

EISENHOWER MAY 
TELL U.S. ABOUT 
HYDROGEN BLAST 


Might Give Account of 


How Pacific Island 
Was Shattered at Eni- 
wetok. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
Americans may get from Pres- 
ident Eisenhower the first of- 
ficial account of what happened 
when the United States shat- 
tered a Pacific island with a 
hydrogen explosion. 

Thas possibility is suggested 
by Eisenhower's statement yes- 
terday that he is sorting out in 
his mind what he should say in 
a proposed frank public discus- 
tion of world tension and grow- 
ing destructiveness of armament. 

To present as part of that 
broad discussion a picture of 
the disaster that would come to 
all nations in an H-bomb war, 
the President may feel impelled 
to tell what the newest and 
most dreadful weapon in the 
arsenal can do—if used by 
either the United States or Rus- 
sia. 

Island Disappears. 

Personal letters written by 
men who witnessed an unprece- 
dented explosion at Eniwetok 
last fall told of a whole island 
of the Pacific atoll disappearing 
in the blast. 

Until last night the Atomic 
Energy Commission had _ not 
even conceded that an actual 


North Koreans Think Americans 
Are Starving, Gen. Dean Says 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1 
(INS) — Maj. Gen, William F. 
Dean said today the Communists 
have sold the North Koreans on 
the ey that Americans are

He indicated belief that proof 
of American prosperity and 
strength would be. excellent 
counter-propaganda behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

The general, recently re- 
turned from three years in a 
North Korean prison camp, was 
careful to confine himself to the 
things he saw and heard during 
his imprisonment. 

He recalled that in prison his 
North Korean jailers once 
showed him an ear of corn, 
“which was rare for them,” and 
told him proudly that Americans 
could not get such good things 
to eat. 

Dean named a North Korean 
major who was his jailer and 
said “I'd give my bottom dollar 
to be able to get him over here 
and show him all the automo- 
biles on one of our highways.” 

The general said the major 
would not believé it unless he 
saw it. 

“They have so little it is piti- 
ful,” the general said: “They 
have so little they have diffi- 


culty in conceiving how much 
we have. They won't believe it.” 

The general, in San Francisco 
from his home in Berkeley for 
another medical checkup at Let- 
terman General Hospital, was in 
a jovial mood. 

Dean set straight the long- 
heard story that he fired at a 
Communist tank with his .45 
automatic pistol in Taejon. The 
story was that the general tried 
to hit the tank driver in the eye 
through the windshield. 

Not so, said Gen. Dean. 

What happened, he said, was 
that he and a bazooka man went 
after two Russian-built T-34 
tanks from behind — “and we 
should have had them.” But an 
American ammunition truck ex- 
ploded and the bazooka man 
couldn't come close to firing 
range. 

The general went ahead, saw 
that the bazooka man was out oi 
position, saw the tanks turn 
from their trap and escape. He 
said: 

“I got so damn mad I pulléd 
my pistol and fired a couple 
shots at the tanks, not to hit 
anybody but to let off steam, 
like a fellow pounding his fist 
on a wall.”

The spokesman would not name 
the particular instance involved. 

Strauss said the question of 
loyalty of employes of friendly 
governments was “one of the 
troublesome aspects” of fuller 
co-operation on atomic energy 
matters “with some friendly na- 
tions whose security checks on 


their technicians may not be as 
thorough as our own.” 

He did not name the guilty 
technician, the country which 
employed him, or the nature of 
the “material” involved. He said 
the technician later was dis- 
missed from his government job. 

Strauss said the AEC was 
anxious to keep the public “well 
posted” on the development of 
America’s atomic weapons force, 
but he had vetoed suggestions 
that the size of the atomic bomb 
stockpile be revealed. — 

The number of bombs the 
United States has in reserve 
would be little more than “a 
number” to the general public, 
while it would be “fatally sig- 
nificant” information to an 
enemy, he said. 
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of an actual weapon. The only 
difference is that it is encumb- 
ered and festooned with record- 
ing instruments and4s not neces- 
sarily fitted into the ballistics- 
perfect container of a bomb or 
projectile. - 

Eisenhower must weigh w 
he can say about the power o 
the hydrogen weapon and still 
keep secret important technical 
data. 

Russia has said—and _ the 
United States has conformed— 
=A the Soviets succeeded in 
praducing a hydrogen explosion. 
To’ this Strauss added the 
ominous word that he believes 
the Soviet Union started develop- 
ment of the hydrogen bomb 
some time before the United 
States. He blamed espionage 
and “treason” for the ability of 
the Russians to produce a hydro- 
gen blast within nine months 
after the United States did. 


New Technique. 


This in turn follows informa- 
tion from well informed sources 
that a new technique for firing 
a hydrogen bomb, not requiring 
use of a standard atomic bomb 
as the trigger, may be an im- 
portant factor in making the 
hydrogen weapon relatively 
cheap and easy to build for 
many nations within a few 
years. 

Involved also in Eisenhower's 
problem of what to say about 
Russia and the hydrogen bomb 
are the questions of air power, 
continental defense and the im- 
pact on the nation’s military 
budget, 

If evcn one Soviet plane with 
one hydrogen bomb got through 
the air defense system, a big 
American city could be vapor- 
ized. And, say United States 
Air Force officials, the money 
required to build a defense sys- 
tem even approaching 100 per 
cent effectiveness would bank- 
rupt any nation—and even then 
wouldn't provide absolute de- 
fense. 

Still another perlexity for the 
President is civilian defense. 
The “weapons effect handbook” 
used by all civilian defense agen- 
cies now is outmoded by advent 
of the H-bomb. 

There is also the problem of 
getting across to the Russian 
people the folly of venturing 
upon war with hydrogen weap- 
ons. Although Eisenhower can 
speak frankly and publicly to 
the United States and the free 
world, everything he says prob- 
ably will not filter past tight 
Russian control of news for in- 
ternal consumption. 


AEC Head Tells Why US. 
Balks at Giving Allies Secrets.

LOGKHEED CORP. 


Project Indicates Air 
Force Is Going Ahead 
With Plans, Spokes- 


man Says. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
The Air Force announced yes- 
terday that Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp., Burbank, Calif., is mak- 
ing a “preliminary design study 
on nuclear-powered aircraft.” 

“No details may be revealed 
as to the scope of the Lockheed 
project,” said the announcement, 
which gave neither the amount 
of the contract nor the date it 
was awarded. 

An Air Force spokesman said, 


however, that the project repre- 


sents a “broadening” of the 
field of study of types of air- 
craft which might use atomic 
power. 

Other nuclear aircraft studies 
currently in progress, under 
contracts awarded in 1951, in- 
clude: 


1. General Electric Co. air- 
craft gas turbine division, 
Lockland, O., and Pratt & 
Whitney Aircraft Corp., East 
Hartford, Conn., for nuclear 
engine designs. 


2. Consolidated Vultee 
Corp., San Diego, and Boeing 
Airplane Co., Seattle, for en- 
gineering studies “of the ap- 
plication of nuclear power 
plants to aircraft.” Consoli- 
dated’s task was to work on 
designs for the air frame or 
airplane body shell for the 
General Electric engine, and 
Boeing’s product would house 
the Pratt-Whitney power plant. 


An Air Force spokesman said | 


the Lockheed contract could be 
regarded as an indication the 
Air Force is going ahead with 
plans for development of atomic- 
powered airplanes.

NEW SEWER PLAN 


‘Freeholder Says City 
Voters Would Be 
‘Sorry’ if Measure 
Fails at Polls. 


Apathy of St. Louisans toward 
the joint sewer problems of the 
city and St. Louls county drew 
a warning last night from J. Eu- 
gene Auchly, chairman of the 
board of freeholders whose plan 
for a metropolitan sewer district 


Allen M. Elliot was treated for 
lesser. burns. 

The injured were rescued by 
a cruiser near the scene. The 
boat had carried 18 Knoxville 
men to a political outing. All 
but five had disembarked shortly 
before the explosion. 

The explosion occurred near 
the Duncan boat dock some 12

He spoke at Vogt School in 
Ferguson at the last of eight 
public hearings conducted by 
the freeholders to explain de- 
tails of the plan and to obtain 
ideas for its improvement. 

“There has been some discus- 
sion that if our proposal is de- 
feated it will be by residents of 
the city,” he told the audience 
of about 65 persons. 

“If the city goes against it, 
the people of St. Louis will be 
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darned sorry in a very short | 
time. The city sewer problem is | 
bata every day and it is| 
part of a joint city-county prob- 
lem. But the sorriest people; if 
the plan fails, are going to be 
those at the lower end of the 
watershed. 
Future Difficulty. 


“As population increases, more 
and more sewage is dumped into 
the Mississippi river. The time 
is not too far off when the Gov- 
ernment is going to bar the 
dumping of raw sewage into the 
river. A plant to treat this sew- 
age is going to cost a. lot of 
money. If and when that time 
comes, St. Louis is going to be 
in a pretty difficult position.” 

Auchly said the public hear- 
ings had resulted in some good 
suggestions and some excellent 
questions. One such suggestion 
was a limitation on the tax that 
could be levied for sewer main- 
tenance purposes, he said. Such 
a limitation would help to pre- 
vent any overstaffing of the dis- 
trict’s labor force, he added. 
| The executive committee of 
the board of freeholders plans 
to hold meetings in the near fu- 
ture to consider some of the 
suggestions advanced at the 
hearings, Auchly expressed con- 
fidence enough safeguards had 
been written into the plan to 
prevent any abuse of the broad 
powers of the trustees. 


The most recurrent question 
heard in the public meetings 
was, “How soon can we expect 
sewers if the plan is adopted?” 
Auchly said. No definite answer 
could be given, he explained, 
but he urged the questioners to 
start gathering petitions for 
presentation to the trustees as 
soon as they are qualified.

U.N. Translators Dig Bebop Talk 
When Briton Chides Vishinsky 


‘Hep’ Interpreters Put Jive Idiom Into Five 
_Languages—Russian Takes a ‘Cool’ 
View of Incident. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
1 (UP)—A British diplomat used 
“bebop” language to chide 
Russia’s Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
yesterday, and the United Na- 
tions interpreters proved that 
besides being multilingual, 
they’re “hep.”

LONDON, Oct. 1 (AP)—The 
relics of men who hunted mam- 
moth animals about 25,000 B.C. 


have beeh discovered in south- 
ern Czechoslovakia, Prague 
radio reported tonight. 

The broadcast said the finds 
include flint tools, weapons and 
objects fashioned from bones 
and decorated with geometrical 
patterns, ivory rings, bone dag- 
gers, spears and arrows. Also 
unearthed was a two-inch-high 
statue of a woman hewn from a 
mammoth tusk, it added. 

The broadcast said the dis- 
coveries were made on the east- 
ern slope of the limestone Pav- 
lovske hills in southern Moravia.

The 
litigation was long and costly and consumed a 
substantial portion of the estate. These conse- 
quences could have been avoided had Jones had 
his own lawyer draw his will. 


THE CASE OF BROWN 


Brown had his will prepared by his own at- 
torney 20 years ago. As time went on circumstances 
changed, and Brown undertook to make what he 
thought were minor revisions in it without going 
back to his attorney to have the whole will re- 
drafted. He didn’t realize that what he thought 
were simple changes in one bie of his will 
required further and more difficult changes in 
other portions of it.

A Drouth Report 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: - 

I spent Sunday afternoon with a 
brother who, with the help of his 
son, farms about 600 acres. While I 
was there several of his neighbors 
called and there was much talk 
about the critical situation in which 
the drouth had put them. 

Some said they were cutting elm 
trees for feed. Others were already 
feeding their winter's supply of hay, 
ensilage, etc. Lack of water is 
critical. Some are sowing rye, hop- 
ing this will make late fall and win- 
ter pasture. 

Others who let their soybeans get 
ripe, combining them and selling a 
poor yield at $2.25 per bushel, now 
realize too late that they should have 
‘cut them in August for hay. 

Shortage of cash was a general 
complaint. Even with money, the 
consensus was that to pay $35 or 
$40 a ton for hay from the northern 
states would be unwise. considering 
the present low price of livestock. 

All were critical of the Govern- 
ment’s program of supplying grain 
to farmers at below the market price. 
Too much red tape. Besides, to get 
this, they said they would have to 
declare themselves destitute. This 
they could not conscientiously do, 
nor at the present time would their 
pride permit it. 

When the men left I remarked to 
my brother that few farmers would 
be in the market this fall for new 
cars. No, he said, and anything 
else they can get along without. 

Business in small towns now is 
reflecting this condition. Trade is 
slack. “ Eventually it will have its 
effect in the large cities and the 
whole economy of, the Midwest.

The New Chief Justice 


President Eisenhower's selection of Earl War- 
ren to be Chief Justice of the-United States is 
a political appointment inthe best sense of the 
term. That is to say the Governor of California 
is a very good man, but he is a good man chosen 
because of his eminence in politics and not be- 
cause of any reputation in judicial circles. 

When Gov. Warren takes the oath next Mon- 
day and assumes his seat at the center of the 
Supreme Court, our highest tribunal will have 
received for the first time since 1888 a presid- 
ing officer without previous judicial experience 
of any kind. Melville W. Fuller, appointed in 
that year, was the last preceding Chief Justice 
never to have served before on the bench. And 
for choosing Fuller and ignoring the state and 
federal benches, President Cleveland was loudly 
criticized by the press and the bar. 

In succession to Fuller in 1910, William How- 
ard Taft wisely promoted Associate Justice Ed- 
ward D. White. In 1921, Harding appointed the 
ex-President, Taft, who had served some 15 
years on the state bench in Ohio, and the Tfed- 
eral appellate court. Hoover in 1930 named 
Charlies Evans Hughes, who had been an Asso- 
ciate Justice from 1910 to 1916, In 1941 Roose- 
velt advanced Harlan F. Stone after 16 notable 
years as Associate Justice. And the Truman 
Chief Justice, Fred M. Vinson, whose death cre- 
ated the vacancy, filled by Gov. Warren, took 
to the highest bench in 1946 five years of ex- 
perience on the District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals.

This does not mean that Earl Warren will not 
be an outstanding Chief Justice. The indications 
are to the contrary. He is a man of larger out- 
look than many leaders of his party. He knows 
what has made for social and economic progress 
in the United States and he has said that the 
clock cannot be turned back. He supported a 
state Fair Employment Practices Commission 
and a state plan for universal health insurance. 
His stanch defense of academic freedom at the 
University of California when lesser men among 
the regents imposed an unnecessary and harass- 
ing oath shows that he is more firmly attached 
to the Bill of Rights than too many of the men 
who will sit on either side of him on the 
supreme bench. 

But when all this is said, the appointment of 
a political figure rather than a judge to the 
apex of the judiciary must still be a severe dis- 
appointment to many men who have devoted 
their lives to being fair, honest, outstanding 
judges. It tells Republican chief judges on the 
Courts of Appeal—men like John J. Parker and 
Orie L. Phillips—and Republican state judges 
such as New Jersey Chief Justice Arthur T. 
Vanderbilt, that theirs is the wrong road to the 
seat of Marshall and Taney. They should have 
gotten themselves elected Governor of political- 
ly important California. 

When coupled with the appointment of lame- 
duck Senator John A. Danaher of Connecticut 
to the District of Columbia Court of Appeals, 
the Warren selection suggests that Dwight D. 
Eisenhower+is even less concerned with prior 
judicial experience for highly-placed judges than 
were Roosevelt and Truman. 

* * o 

There is another respect in which Attorney 
General Brownell has advised the President to 
break with custom. Gov. Warren will take his 
seat on a recess appointment three months be- 
fore the Senate meets in regular session. He 
will be the first Chief Justice in 150 years to 
enter upon his duties before being duly con- 
firmed. There is every reason to believe confir- 
mation will be forthcoming; yet the rejection of 
John Rutledge in 1795, after he had sat as Chief 
Justice, has given thoughtful pause to other 
Presidents and other Attorneys General. 

It is also unfortunate that the selection should 
have been surrounded with so much funny busi- 
ness. When Hoover chose Hughes he called his 
man on the telephone and that was that. ‘There 
was no secret midnight mission in an Air Force 
plane. There were no planted “leaks” to pro- 
Administratipn newspapers. 

In sum, Earl Warren is easily the best of 
the political field which was drawn up for the 
Vinson seat. He inevitably disappoints the Re- 
publicans on the nation’s bench for he is an 
interloper, as it were. But the prospect is that 
he will help arrest the steady retreat of the 
Supreme Court in the protection of the human 
rights which are the greatest glory of our free 
democracy. We. wish him a long and beneficial 
tenure in his exalted post.

Still a Sales Tax 

In ruling out a federal retail sales tax, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said the Administration be- 
lieves this field of taxation belongs to the state 
and local governments, He left the door open, 
however, for a general manufacturers’ excise 
tax. And what kind of tax is that? It is another 
form of the sales tax, which would be levied 
against the same products that the states and 
local governments levy against at retail. 

The President's statement thus raised an im- 
portant question. If it is a good idea for the 
Federal Government to refrain from taxing 
manufactured products at retail, why is it not 
an equally good idea to refrain from taxing 
manufactured products at all? 

If the object is to avoid double taxation, this 
cannot be attained merely by levying at the 
point of manufacture instead of at retail. In- 
deed, the manufacturers’ tax is in some respects 
worse than a retailers’ tax, since it becomes 
part of the price at the first stage and is pyra- 
mided every time a distributor or retailer adds a 
mark-up, whereas the sales tax is added at the 
last stage only. 

Nevertheless, many signs point to the possi- 
bility that the Administration is moving toward 
a general manufacturers’ tax. If that is true, 
another important question centers around the 
rate to be proposed. 

Is the Administration going to follow the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers in propos- 
ing a rate just sufficient to produce as much 


- revenue as is now produced by selective excise 


taxes on particular products? If so, the burden 
of proof will be on it to show why a general 
tax on all manufactures is preferable to a se- 
lective tax aimed primarily at items regarded 
by many as luxuries or as non-necessities, 

Or is the Administration going t6 propose a 
manufacturers’ tax sufficient to raise more reve- 
nue than do the present excises? If that is the 
aim, then some of the revenue which is now 
raised by income and excess profits taxes will 
be raised by the new tax, and it will be up to 
the Administration to explain why such a re- 
form of the tax structure is desirable. 

No matter how it is sliced, a tax on goods 
rather than on income shifts the burden in some 
degree from those with greater ability to pay to 
those with lesser ability to pay. 

If that is to be the Administration's object, 
it will need to tell the country why. 
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Urgent Calls for Help 
State Senator Kinney may be a city boy born 
and bred but he is showing more concern for 


the welfare of the drouth-stricken farmers of 
Missouri than some score of his colleagues who 
come from rural areas. The St. Louis Democrat- 
ic senior member has called on Gov. Donnelly 
to summon a special session of the Legislature 
to relieve the tragic conditions which grow only 
worse day by day on Missouri farms and our 
agricultural communities.

The Missouri Senator does the unusual thing of 
addressing the President as ‘‘commander in 
chief of armed forces.” 

The most obvious fact in the world is that 
this calamity needs to be attacked at once on all 
possible fronts—local, state and national. In 
what better cause could there be a special ses- 
sion at Jefferson City? Military equipment has 
been used for “lifts” to avert disaster in Europe, 
why not at home? 

Senators Hennings, Symington and Kinney 
should not let up until there is action to relieve 
the horrible plight of the farmers of Missouri. 
The most generous help as soon as possible 
will not be near enough.

Deadlock at the Lower Level 

Moscow’s reply to the Western proposal for a 
foreign ministers’ conference on Germany is 
Vague, evasive and full of the turgid circumlocu- 
tions for which Soviet diplomatic notes are fa- 
mous. But the upshot seems to be that the Rus- 
sians will not agree to an Oct. 15 conference on 
Germany unless the West agrees to a five-power 
conference, including Communist China. 

At the same time, Vishinsky has told the 
United Nations that no political conference on 
Korea can take place unless India and other 
so-called neutrals are in on it. Assuming that 
Peiping follows the Moscow line on this point 
(as yet no direct word from Peiping has been 
received), the prospect is that there will be no 
conference on Korea and no conference on Ger- 
many—at least not right away. 

Is this, then, to be the end of the line 
so far as bringing East and West together is 
concerned? For many months now each side 
has been proclaiming its readiness to negotiate, 
and just as persistently declining to do so on 
terms suggested by the other. The missing ele- 
ment has been any sense of confidence that 
negotiations could really get somewhere. 

It was to supply that missing element, or at 
least to find out whether it could be supplied, 
that Prime Minister Churchill proposed last 
spring a meeting of the chiefs of state of the 
big powers. American opposition squelched 
that plan, but Sir Winston says he is still in 
favor of it, and India has asked the United 
Nations to request such a conference. 


Is it not worth while to reconsider the Ameri- . 


can position? President Eisenhower told his 
Wednesday press conference that we do not 
want to have it appear that the United States 
has lost confidence in the conference table. 
Some of his remarks indicated strongly that the 
subject of high-level talks may be under consid- 
eration at the White House.

Editor's note: The following article 
was published only a few days before 
President Eisenhower declared against 
asking Congress for a federal sales tar 
but indicated the Administration might 
consider new indirect taxation in the 
form of a general manufacturers’ tax. 


Anybody who knows Washington well 
knows that there is something very pe- 
culiar about the way talk about a fed- 
eral sales tax won't down. 

Senator after Senator denounces the 
idea of the tax, repudiates it, stamps 
upon it—and the talk of a sales tax 
bobs up again next day. 

The reason for this is like the deduc- 
tive reasoning in a good Sherlock 
Holmes story. where all the clues point 
to one man, but where the suspect has 
the highest social references. 

Every Washington reporter knows, of 
course, that in a case like that, the re- 
spectable person is bound to be the 
villain. That’s why all the arguments 
against the sales tax leave observers 
still unconvinced. The mathematical 
logic of the fiscal situation points the 
other way. Or does it? 


$5,600,000,000 Deficit Looms 


Well, anyway, it’s the biggest detec- 
tive story today in Washington. Let’s 
outline the evidence, my dear Watson. 

The Administration is committed to 
a balanced budget and cut in taxes. 
President Eisenhower has made ardent 
pleas that taxes should not be cut till 
the budget is balanced as nearly as pos- 
sible. 


Coupled with this is the pledge to- 


improve defenses and not let ¢conomies 
reduce essential security. 
The Administration has made heroic 
and successful effocts to cut the Tru- 
man budget. It is perhaps its greatest 
single achievement on the domestic 
front, and has brought wide satisfac- 
tion. In the current budget, about five 
billion dollars has been eliminated. 
But here is where mathematical logic 
steps in. Even with the big slash, a 


-deficit at the rate of about $5,600,000- 


000 still looms, 
Three Big Tax Cuts in 1954 


And on top of the deficit already in 
prospect, three big tax cuts are coming, 
two for industry, one for individuals: 

1. The excess profits tax, which was 
extended by the hardest kind of Ad- 
ministration effort to Jan. 1, will auto- 
matically expire then with Treasury 
approval. 

2. A temporary ‘for-the-duration” 5 
per cent increase in corporation income 
taxes, voted to help finance the Korean 
war, will expire automatically unless 
continued, and the prospect is that the 
Administration will approve letting this 
go or at least part of it. 

3. A temporary “for the duration” 10 
per cent boost on individual income 
taxes also automatically expires. As in 
the case of the excess profits tax, 
George Humphrey, Secretary of the 
Treasury, has just told the bankers’ 


convention that this cut will be made. 

“Well, that is the evidence, my dear 
Watson. ... You see where it indubit- 
ably points?” 

“I don't see why you imply it means 
a sales tax, Holmes,” replies the good 
doctor uncomfortably, hiding his em- 
barrassment by taking another poke at 
the coals at 221-B Baker street. 

Every other Republican Senator is 
saying that a sales tax would be “po- 
litical suicide’—and yet, where else is 
the money coming from to carry out the 
campaign pledge to Dalance the budget? 

Can it be more economies in civilian 
services? It is hard to see how much 
more than a billion or so can be 
squeezed out here. 


Another Slash in Defense? 


Can defenses be cut further? Al- 
ready five billion dollars have been tak- 
en from the Air Force alone. Latest 
word from the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
seems to be that they won't go along 
with any comparable further cut. Amer- 
ica knows now that Russia has the H- 
bomb. And even if another five billion 
dollars is taken off defense, over the 
JCS’s protest, the prospective deficit is 
still big. 

The point here is that other nations 
use direct taxation, like the sales tax, 
with considerable success. Britain uses 
direct and indirect taxes about 50-50, 
whereas the United States puts so much 
emphasis on the income tax that when 
a recession comes the federal revenue 
falls off giddily. Canada gets over 15 
per cent of its revenue from a sales tax. 

The Government’s revenue would be 
on a steadier basis with something like 
a sales tax. The Government has a 
chaotic system of sales tax now, applied 
spottily to various articles, like 20 per 
cent on women’s handbags. 


‘We Shall See, Watson... ’° 


It would be fairer to apply a sales 
tax generally, on all articles, advocates 
argue. A 5 per cent tax at manufactur- 
ers’ levels would yield about four bil- 
lion dollars, some economists calculate. 

Watson has been biding his time all 
through this _ recital. Little does 
Holmes know that the faithful doctor 
has been doing some light reading on 
the side of tax problems at the London 
School of Economics. 

“Don’t you know, Holmes,” he bursts 
out, “that a sales tax is regressive be- 
cause its incidence is heaviest on the 
lowest brackets, who have to spend 
most of their income on essentials; that 
a manufacturer’s tax might be pyramid- 
ed. when a retailer included it in the 
price of his markup; and that a tax on 
consumption is about the worst thing 
you can impose if a nation should be 
threatened with recession?” 

Taciturn Holmes idly polishes his 
magnifying glass with the sleeve of his 
Norfolk jacket. All he says is a quiet: 
‘We shall see, Watson, we shall see.’’ 

And that’s the point in the fiscal 
detective story that we have reached 
now.

Between Book Ends 


W hen King Cotton Ruled 


THE COTTON KINGDOM, by Frederick Law Olm- 
sted. edited and with an introduction by Arthur 
M. Schlesinger Sr. (Knopf, 626 pgs., $6.75.) 

It was in the early 1850s that Olm- 
sted was commissioned by The New 
York Times to make an extensive tour 
of the South and report about condi- 
tions there, especially the burning 
slavery issue. His articles soon ap- 
peared as a three-volume book and, in 
1862, were reprinted by a British pub- 
lisher in a condensed single volume. 

Students of history are no doubt fa- 
miliar with Olmsted’s work, and those 
who are not cannot be urged too strong- 
ly to find out what they have missed. 
For here is one of the most objective, 
balanced, clear and interesting analy- 
ses of conditions in the pre-Civil War 
South ever written. 

*x - o 

The comprehensiveness of the mate- 
rial offered makes it impossible to re- 
view it with any degree of complete- 
ness, Prof. Schlesinger’s introduction 
gives a fairly rounded picture of the 
sociological significance of Olmsted's 
work. It is interesting to note that the 
author did not take an unequivocal 
stand on the question of slavery. He 
rather pursued a course of cautious 
mediation. He was, of course, in favor 
of the abolition of slavery, but not so 
sure whether the Negro was ready yet 
for full citizenship. When Congress 
made Negro suffrage central to its re 
construction program, Olmsted thought 
this move unwise. 

It is characteristic of Olmsted that 
he came to the conclusion that slavery 
enslaved the white man almost as much 
as the Negro, by giving each advan- 
tages which were incommensurate with 
the disadvantages. Southerners, he re- 
marked, had an aversion to manual la- 
bor, “especially under directions from 
another man,’ because they—the mas- 
ter race—regarded this as the lot of 
slaves. And he came to the conclusion 
that slavery prolonged ‘‘the evils which 
properly belong only to a frontier.” He 
pointed out that in Virginia, oldest of 
the slave states, ‘‘an essentially frontier 
condition of society” still persisted 
after more than two centuries.

How could the whites hope to thrive, 
he asked. when the slave system ‘“de- 
pleted the soil, increased the overhead 
costs of farming and locked up capital 
that might have nourished a more di- 
versified economic development.” 

The paradoxical ‘state of mind which 
existed in the South is perhaps best 
illustrated in one of Olmsted’s experi- 
ences in Virginia. There he saw three 
white rowdies, ‘‘taking the whole of the 


sidewalk, hustle a black man off it, giv- 


ing him a blow, as they passed, that 
sent him staggering into the middle of 
the street. As he recovered himself he 
began to call out to, and threaten them 

. « They passed on without noticing 
him further, only laughing jeeringly— 
and he continued: ‘You come. back here, 
and I'll make you laugh; you is jus’ 
three white nigger cowards, dat’s what 
you be!’”’ 

When the word nigger had become 
a word of reproach even in the eyes 
of a Negro, this proved only one thing: 
That both whites and Negroes had 
passed that borderline where reason 
turns into nonsense and where benefits 
change into a nuisance. ' 

Wonder what Olmsted would have to 
report today if he were to revisit the 
South?

Korean Outlook: 


No Conference 


Tove will b& no Korean peace conference. 
Pp 


WASHINGTON. 
That is the 


resent conclusion of American policy-makers directly con- 
cerned with trying to work out the details of the meeting due 
to begin less than a month from now. 


The shadow-boxing at the 
United Nations will continue. 
But the exchange between the 
Communists and the nations 


that fought in 
Korea led by 
the United 
States will be 
almost entirely 
on a propa- 
ganda level. An 
about-face in 
the Communist 
attitude could, 
of course, alter 
this appraisal. 
No one expects 
such an about- 
face. 


In August when the U.N. As- 
sembly met in special session to 
discuss the time, the place and 
the participants for the confer- 
ence agreed upon in the truce 
terms, it was believed that both 
Peiping and Moscow desired a 
meeting. Since that time, ac- 
cording to the belief here, the 
Communist leadership has re- 
jected a conference held under 
the truce terms, 


Trial Balloon. 


But while no one here ex- 
pects a peace conference, neither 
is there any serious apprehen- 
sion that the war in Korea will 
be résumed, Syngman Rhee, 
President of the Republic of 
South Korea, goes on proclaim- 
ing his intention to resume the 
war if no agreement is reached. 
He makes that statement in his 
latest interview, in The New 
York Times, professing, too, his 
confidence that American and 
other troops in Korea will join 
the South Korean divisions in 
a march on the North. 

The Rhee interview may well 
have been inspired by reports 
that the United States was put- 
ting forward a plan for the neu- 
tralization of Korea with the re- 
moval of all foreign troops, 
Western and Communist, from 
the Korean peninsula. Never, 
said the. President, would he 
agree to any such neutralization. 


Attractive but Unlikely. 


Actually the neutralization 
proposal has only the most shad- 


Neutralization of Korea with 
Communist Chinese troops leav- 
ing the North and American, 
British and other troops leaving 
the South is an attractive idea.

Will Rhee Move? . 


The harsh reality, as viewed 
from Washington, is that a Ko- 
rean conference would be noth- 
ing more than another embit- 
tered wrangle in any event. The 
chances are 99 out of 100 that 
the only result would be the con- 
tinuing partition of the country 
as between North and South 
with the two sides facing each 
other across the present neu- 
tralized zone. 


Since this is the outlook, no 
one can feel too badly that the 
chances of a conference being 
held diminish to a vanishing 
point as the days pass. 


All through the ups and downs 
of the truce negotiations, Presi- 
dent Rhee’s insistence on unifi- 
cation by force if and when 
peaceful means failed was a 
stumbling block which several 
times nearly ended the negotia- 
tions. By unification, Rhee in- 
variably means the extension of 
the power of his government 
over North as well as South Ko- 
rea. 


U.S. Troops to Stay. 


The conviction in Washington 
that Rhee will not go through 
with his threat is based on sev- 
eral factors. One is the urgent 
need to get on with rehabilita- 
tion in the stricken country. 
Millions of homeless, widespread 
disease, hunger — this is the 
tragic plight of a country fought 
over from north to south in 
three years of war. , 


A second factor is the control 
by the United States of supplies

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Apostleship of the Sea 


Place for Sailors 
To Drop Anchor

F you think of sailors, as most of us inlanders

Donough, who is national secretary of a little- 

Catholic organization called “The 
Apostileship of the Sea,” which maintains 70 
seamen’s clubs in as many ports in the United 
States. An overwhelming majority of seafaring 
men, who used to be looked upon as a godless 
crew, now have some religious affiliation, Father 
McDonough says. Nearly half of the estimated 
2,000,000 men who follow the sea are Catholics. 

The story of the Apostleship of the Sea is 
being told in St. Louis this week by Father 
McDonough to the 1100 delegates from all parts 
of the United States and Canada who are gath- 
ered here for a National Conference of Catholic 
Charities, which opens today and continues 
through Monday. 

Father McDonough, who is port chaplain and 
head of the Seaman's club in New Orleans, feels 
the time is ripe to tell St. Louis about this 
apiritual work among seamen, since St. Louis 
threatens to become a “seaport” itself. In time, 
he says, what with freighters coming up the 
Mississippi, we may find sailors from any num- 
ber of foreign ports wandering the streets of 
St. Louis, with no place to go, and nobody car- 
ing whether they have a place to go—the same 
situation which led, in part, to the founding of 
the Apostleship of the Sea many years ago.

ITS HISTORY, says Father McDonough, a 


medium-sized man with thinning sandy hair and © 


a friendly Irish face, goes back to a dark night 
at a Scottish port in the year 1889 when a lone 
seaman knocked on the door of Father Archibald 
Douglas. He came at night because he didn’t 
dare let other seamen see him visit the home of 
a priest in broad daylight. 

The sailor who came to Father Douglas’s door 
told him that if someone or some group didn’t 
concern itself with the spiritual welfare of the 
sailor, every man who goes to sea would be lost 
forever. 

Father Douglas wrote an article called “Jack 
Tar, or Shipwrecked at Sea.” He dwelt upon 
conditions under which seamen of the day lived 
and worked, and the need for some considera- 
tion for their welfare. The article attracted 
world-wide attention, but the going was slow, 
public apathy being what it is, but by 1922 
Catholic service for seamen was being given in 
10 ports. 

Today service centers have been set up in 317 
ports in 40 countries. The work has been taken 
over officially by the church, and the headquar- 
ters established in Rome. 

They are nothing, however, in the nature of 
the old time “mission,” Father McDonough is 
quick to point out. There is no proselytizing; 
in fact, the matter of religion is not even 
brought up unless the seaman himself brings 


it up.

THE CENTER in New Orleans, where Father 
McDonough has served for some 10 years, is 
called the Catholic Maritime Club, and ‘it con- 
sists of club rooms with recreational facilities 
and reading rooms, and living quarters to ac- 
commodate 70 men. There is no bar, Father 
McDonough says with a grin, because being situ- 
ated at 711 Camp street, there is obviously no 
need of one. The place is surrounded. 

When Father McDonough was assigned to the 
Apostleship of the Sea and went to New Or- 
leans, he was, he admits, afraid of sailors and all 
they signified. He was born and reared in St. 
Louis, and had the inlander’s lack of knowledge 
of the sea. His mother, Mrs. Nellie McDonough, 
still lives here, at 3846 Bowen street. 

“I was afraid of them,” Father McDonough 
laughs, “but I soon found out they were a lot 
more afraid of me.” 

“Beneath a sometimes rugged exterior, most 
seamen have a good solid foundation of Chris- 
tian faith. They’ve got faith,” he points out, 
“but don’t ever tell them they’ve got religion.”

IT WAS THIS PHILOSOPHY of the éailor, 
which Father McDonough quickly sensed when 
he went to New Orleans. Instead of waiting for 
seamen to come to him and his club, he went to 
them. He visited on ships when they came into 
port, but he didn’t “preach.” They were friend- 
ly visits. 

In time he earned their respect and confi- 
dence. Today the club is a meeting place for 
sailors from all — the world. 


MEN OF ALL DENOMINATIONS come to 
the club. There is plenty of religious literature 
there, if they want it, but there is plenty of 
other reading matter, too. Father McDonough 
solicits books and magazines from all over the 
county to give to seamen. Contrary to what 
a lot of people may think, seamen don’t lie in 
their bunks and devour comic books. 

“Men come to the center and sleep, read, 
write, play ping-pong and walk out and no ques- 
tions are asked them,” says Father McDonough, 
“Our approach is oblique and our work is some- 
times rather intangible, but it’s very effective.”

“To Beat All Hollow” 


HE correspondent asking for 

the origin of this expression, 

“To beat all hollow,” says, 
“It obviously cannot be anything 
but American slang, from some 
field of sports.” 

Well, taking the phrase as a 
whole, “To beat all hollow,” this 
is a Americanism; but its most 
expressive element turns out to 
be almost 300 years in the com- 
mon English tongue. That is, “all 
hollow” as a superlative. As ear- 
ly as 1668, this made the record, 
and in the more obviously collo- 
quial “all holler” as well, in the 
sense of “the last word,” the 
“highest degree,” the eclipsing 
point of “utterly” or “com- 
pletely.” 

“To beat all hollow” is our na- 
tive contribution, and it is just 
about a century and a quarter 
on the record. In this interval, 
it has seen popular usage and 
many examples can be found in 
American literature in the 1800s. 
It is attributed to the prolific 
and popular Sidney Smith, in his 
“Major Downing” series, in the 
following statement, which dates 
1830: “The genteelest ladies here 
beat her as to size, all hollow!”

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Jack Pedersen Is Transplanting the Dark Continent 
to 338-Acre Area Less Thar 50 Miles North of Miami

ACK PEDERSEN is in dire 
J nee of 10 giraffes. Even 

eight giraffes would help out, 
but what with restrictions and 
all, he can’t find any right now 
and he feels this is a shame 
because giraffes would look so 
nice with his gnus.

What Jack Pedersen wants 
with a squad of giraffes+is to 
install them within the city lim- 
its of Boca Raton, Fla.

A tus stacked up a record of 

successful and daring specu- 
lation which must comfort old- 
time Florida promoters with the 
thought the breed is far from 
dying. 

On the surface, Pedersen’s 
scheme—in its original, glowing 
but somewhat vague stage—was 
not one to bring delight to the 
heartof, say, the manager of the 
loan department of a bank.

his idea to, say, the manager of 
a loan department of a bank. 
It had already made him a re- 
spectable amount of money. He 
accrued this helpful commodity 
in Florida land speculation. 

This speculation consists of 
buying land cheap and selling 
it—this is important—at a prof- 
it. It sounds quite simple the 
way he tells it. Florida is filled 
with experts, whose shoes need 
half-soling, who differ some- 
what, but Pedersen succeeded. 

He started land juggling sev- 
eral years ago. The son of a 
Racine builder, young Pedersen 
made frequent vacation trips to 
Florida—found he was spending 
more time in Florida than in 
Racine, gave up and _ trans- 
planted himself bodily to Fort 
Lauderdale, near Boca Raton.

“So, like I do with any 
idea, I started looKing for holes 
in it. I conferred with a lot of 
people, including my father.

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Pedersen said. He is careful not 
to buy animals which would be 
inclined to munch on, trample or 
otherwise eliminate the cus- 
tomers.

It goes without say that South 
could have brought home the 
contract by the simple expedient 
of the diamond finesse, but, feel- 
ing far from sure that the dia- 
mond queen was on-side and 
also in the dark concerning the 
club situation, South decided to 
play for a strip-and-throw-in. He 
ruffed the second spade, drew 
trumps, ruffed dummy’s last 
spade, then played ace, king and 


jack of diamonds. He hoped 
that East had the diamond 
queen; if so, East would have 


to return a club, insuring South 
against two losers in that suit, 
or by returning a spade or a 
diamond, give South a ruff and 
discard. Matters did not work 
out that way, hawever, because 
West took the diamond trick, 
and his shift to clubs defeated 
the contract. 


South was right in looking for 
a safety play and not depending 
on the success of the diamond 
finesse, but he did not examine 
the situation closely enough, 
There was one card which South 
knew the location of, namely the 
spade king.
